Prelimary construction is 
slated to begin on the “Foggy 
Bottom” Metro station and 
tunnel within the next few 
weeks.

Against the backdrop of GW’s 
chaotic and overcrowded parking 
situation, the Student Traffic 
Court met Thursday night to 
review recent parking offenses 
concerning university lots. 

Last week’s session was 
unique in that the only people 
to show up were the judges. 

Peter Epstein, the Traffic 
Court Chairman, described the 
body as “mainly an outlet for 
disgruntled students to go to 
court.” Epstein explained that 
the court usually has students 
show up for trials, mainly 
because those who are not guilty 
of an offense are reimbursed for 
the amount of the fine. 

According to the constitution 
of the Traffice Court, a student 
who misses his trial is subject to 
having his parking privileges on 
GW lots suspended indefinitely, 
and he forfeits the amount of his 
ticket. 

Joseph Melio, GW’s Parking

Coach Di Julia, on the other 
hand, emphasizes that a leader 
must be present to remind the 
players of winning.

Donald Ross, an attorney for the Center for Responsive Law in 
Washington, will speak tomorrow at 8 p.m. in room 10 of Stockton 
Hall.
